MRS. CELIA CREWS 


It is said that prayer is the sincere de- 
sire of the heart. What a privilege we 
have of approaching God through the 
medium of prayer. We find by reading 
the Scriptures that from the earliest hu- 
man history God’s people have prayed, 
with the assurance that He heard and an- 
swered their prayers. 

THE DEDICATION OF THE

2 Chr. 7:1, 2.

ELIJAH ON MT. CARMEL 
1 Kings 18:36-39 

“And it came to pass at the time of 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, that 
Elijah the prophet came near, and said, 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Is- 
rael, let it be known this day that thou 
art God in Israel, and that I am thy 
servant, and that I have done all these 
things at thy word. Hear me, O Lord, 
hear me, that this people may know that 
thou art the Lord God, and that thou 
hast turned their heart back again. Then 
the fire of the Lord fell, and consumed 
the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and 
the stones, and the dust, and licked up 
the water that was in the trench. And 
when all the people saw it, they fell on 
their faces: and they said, The Lord, he 
is the God; the Lord, he is the God.” 

Elijah’s prayer was so powerful and so 
effectual and convincing that the people 
halted no longer between two opinions, 
and proclaimed that the Lord was the 
God, and obeyed Elijah and took the false 
prophets down to the brook Kishon 
where Elijah slew them. His victory was 
complete through his great power in 
prayer. 

JESUS OUR EXAMPLE OF PRAYER 

We find Him all night in the moun- 
tain in prayer to God, just previous to 
His choice of the twelve men who later 
became the great apostles of the lamb. 
We next find Him on the mountain with 
Peter, John, and James, and as He prayed 
the fashion of His countenance was al- 
tered and His raiment was white and 
glistening, and behold, there talked with 
Him two men, who were Moses and Elias, 
who appeared in glory and spake of His 
decease which He should accomplish at 
Jerusalem. His prayer was so powerful 
and His communion with heaven so per- 


fect, hence the glory cloud coming down 
from heaven bringing the heavenly visi- 
tors, also the Father’s speaking from the 
cloud saying, “This is my beloved Son, 
hear him.” 

Three times in the ministry of our 
Lord was the voice of His Father heard 
from heaven. Each time He was engaged 
in prayer. We learn by reading the Word 
of God that our Lord’s great power ove: 
devils and unclean spirits was by fast- 
ing and prayer. We find in the days of 
His flesh that He offered up prayer and 
supplication with strong crying and 
tears, and was heard because He feared. 
Also in John 17 hear Him making inter- 
cessory prayer for His beloved disciples 
who had followed Him so faithfully for 
three years and six months. His time had 
come that He must leave them. He had 
kept them in the Father’s name while He 
was with them. We hear Him pray, 
“Holy Father, keep through thine own 
name those whom thou hast given me, 
that they may be one as we are one.” 

Next we find Him in the garden of 
Gethsemane, prostrate on the ground, 
pouring out His very soul in prayer un- 
to His Father. Luke 22:39-46, “And he 
came out, and went, as he was wont, to 
the mount of Olives; and his disciples 
also followed him. And when he was at 
the place, he said unto them, Pray that 
ye enter not into temptation. And he 
was withdrawn from them about a 
stone’s cast, and kneeled down, and 
prayed, saying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me: nevertheless 
not my will, but thine, be done. And 
there appeared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in 
agony he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground. And when 
he rose up from prayer, and was come 
to his disciples, he found them sleeping 
for sorrow, and said unto them, Why 
sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation.” 

JESUS ON THE CROSS 
Luke 23:34. 


We see our blessed Lord on the cruel 
cross, hanging between two thieves, de- 
serted by those men who had loved Him 
and promised to never leave Him, but 
now we find them standing afar off. 
There He hangs in agony of pain, mocked 
and scoffed at. We hear Him cry out,

We find the apostles under fire for 
persecution using prayer as a means of 
power for service. “And now, Lord, be- 
hold their threatenings: and grant unto 
thy servant, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word, by stretching forth 
thine hand to heal; and that signs and 
wonders may be done by the name of thy 
holy child Jesus. And when they had 
prayed, the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the Word of God with boldness,” 
Acts 4:29-31. 

BECOMING INTERCESSORS 


We find the apostles after Pentecost 
giving themselves entirely to the ministry 
of the Word of God and prayer. If the 
prophets and the apostles received their 
great power from God through the med- 
ium of prayer, how much more should 
we in these evil days be given over into 
the hands of God that we might be used 
as intercessors.

The above letter brings to our atten- 
tion a matter that I feel is worthy of 
consideration. Since receiving it I have 
looked up our records and I can’t find 
where the Assembly every authorized the 
advertizing for the whereabouts of mem- 
bers of any local church. I have never 
heard of this in any religious paper, and 
since the Assembly has not authorized it, 
I would like to suggest that such notices 
be discontinued until some authority 
from the Assembly may be had. 

Many people have been advertized and 
disfellowshiped without their knowledge 
and I think some other method should be 
used to reach them other than advertiz- 
ing names through the paper. I am just 
a servant of the Church and have no 
right to withhold any printed matter 
that is ordered by the Assembly or any 
comments on scriptural texts that are in 
keeping with the doctrine, teachings and 
tenents of the Church, and it is not my 
purpose to refuse to serve the Church, 
but I prayerfully ask that all concerned 
will consider the best interest of the 
Church of God and discontinue such 
notices until the Assembly can give ad- 
vice.

ANCIENT TABLETS BEAR WITNESS 
TO BIBLE HISTORY 

“Speak to the earth and it shall teach 
thee.” (Job 12:8.) 

We will doubtless soon be hearing in- 
teresting things from the Biblical depart- 
ment of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, where there has recently been re- 
ceived a shipment of many clay tablets 
dug up in Babylon and Sumeria. Some 
of these found in Ur of the Chaldees by 
Prof. Carl S. Knopf date back to 2400 
B. C. The fascinating business of deci- 


phering the cuneform characters in now 
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beginning. 

“There are documents referring to Bel- 
shazzar, demonstrating the unusual dual 
administration of the prince and _ his 
father, Nabonidus. This naturally recalls 
that Belshazzar is called ‘king’ in the 
book of Daniel. He was not actually king 
but acting king, and he did handle the 
government while Nabonidus was absent 
from Babylon. 

“The most important documents,” 
says the professor, “ are those referring to 
Darius and his troubles, and supporting 
or illuminating the episode of Haggai and 
Zechariah; and, a document that seems 
to give us the first direct reference to 
Jewish captives in Babylon.”—Prophecy.

ANGEL OF LIGHT AND THE 
LIGHT RAYS 


“There shall be false teachers among 
you who privily shall bring in damna- 
ble heresies.” (2 Peter 2:1.) 

Another insidious heresy that is gath- 
ering thousands in its train is known as 
“The Ascended Masters” or “Hidden 
Masters.” In Los Angeles, great throngs 
have listened to these demon-inspired 
teachings and not a few church mem- 
bers have been thrilled at the “revela- 
tions.” 

One writes that the principle 
are as follows:

The recorded messages are said to 
have come to certain parties through 
light and sound rays coming from the 
corner of their dining room.

Beloved, if our 
hearts condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God, V. 22. And 
whatsoever we ask we receive of Him be- 
cause we keep His commandments and 
do these things that are pleasing in His 
sight, 

Disobedience to God will keep our 
prayers from going through, Many peo- 
ple pray but it’s the prayer that goes 
through that counts. Remember the 
Word of God says, “Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord and do not the things I 
say?” It takes holding on to God’s un- 
changing hand in prayer until victory 
comes, Jesus said men ought always to 
pray and not to faint. You who want the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, remember 
Jesus said in Luke 24:49, “Tarry until 
ye be endued with power from on high.” 
Thank God, it comes from heaven and 
is as real as heaven itself, and you can 
rest assured that when He comes, He will 
speak for Himself as in Acts 2:4; 10:46; 
19:6. 

How did Peter know those Gentiles 
had received the Holy Ghost? Acts 10: 
46, for they heard them speak with 
tongues and magnify God. Somebody 
might say, “I have received the Holy 
Ghost but didn’t speak in other tongues.”

Surely the cry is 
going out over the world, “Get ready for 
Jesus is coming soon””—over the radio, on 
the streets, in tracts, messages given out 
through the Holy Ghost.

T°? persevere as a Christian, one must 
continue steadfastly, grow in grace, 
press forward in Jesus’ name, be persist- 
ent, on duty as a soldier for God, pro- 
gressive in His service, and firmly fixed 
or established in Christ, 


God wants His saints to persevere by 
putting on the whole armor of a Chris- 
tian. This armor gives assurance that His 
children may be able to withstand in the 
evil day. The loins must be girt about 
with truth, the breastplate of righteous- 
ness put on, the feet shod with the pre- 
paration of the gospel of peace, the shield 
of faith be worn to quench the fiery 
darts of the wicked, the helmet of salva- 
tion, and the Sword of the Spirit, which 
is the Word of God. Praying always with 
all prayer and supplication in the Spirit, 
and watching thereunto with all PER- 
SEVERANCE and supplication for all 
saints. (Read Eph. 6.) 


Some Christians remind me of careless 
persons steering sailboats. They seem to 
sail through life without any lifeline. 
This type of Christians never get out of 
this boat because they never move for- 
ward or persevere for God. When poor 
sinners are sinking in despair they remain 
dormant with no lifeline to rescue the 
perishing and care for the dying. 

Persevering Christians should get on 
board the steamboat where there is pow- 
er, equipped with a lifeline, saturated in 
love, old-fashioned shouting and _ soul- 
winning, with the Pentecostal fire 
from the heart that leads the wayward 
sinner to the throne of grace by the 
blood-washed route, lest we forget the 
dynamo of God which sends the message 
of prayer that is answered from the win- 
dows of heaven. 

Christ told His disciples that the gos- 
pel must be preached to all nations. In 
Mark 13:13 we read: “And ye shall be 
hated of all men for my name’s sake; but 
he that shall endure unto the end, the 
same shall be saved.” To endure we must 
persevere. Christ plainly declared that 
many would come in the name of Christ 
to deceive, that nation would rise against 
nation, kingdom against kingdom, and 
that there would be famines, pestilences, 
and earthquakes in divers places, also peo- 
ple would be afflicted, killed and hated 
of all nations for His name’s sake. 

To serve God in spirit and truth we 
must put our hands to the plow and not 
look back. Note Luke 9:62. The plow 
that furrows through the life of a Chris- 
tian must not be shallow and not allowed 
to run out of good soil in order to perse- 
vere for God. 


Christ prepared His apostles to the be- 
holding of His ascension. They gave 
themselves to prayer and were ll to- 
gether in one accord, This devout group 
worked in perfect harmony from a perse- 
vering standpoint. Read Acts 1:14. 

A saint that pleases God carries a burn- 
ing torch that illuminates in the world in 
such a way that it reveals rejoicing in 
hope, patience in tribulation and contin- 
uing instant in prayer. The 12th chapter 
of Romans backs this statement up, but 
never yields to the Christian that strug- 
gles along bearing a flickering candle. 

Paul strikes an excellent cord in Chris- 
tian perseverance in Ist Cor. 15:58, in 
addressing the people at Corinth thus: 

“Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
steadfast, unmovable, always abounding 
in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye 
know that your labour is not in vain in 
the Lord.” 

God bless the saints of Zion who have 
their anchor grounded firm and deep in 
the Savior’s love. This is the kind of per- 
severance that is embedded in a rock that 
Satan and all his imps cannot shake. 

Paul told the Colossians (1:23) to 
continue in the faith grounded and set- 
tled, and be not moved away from the 
hope of the gospel. Also in Col. 4:2 he ex- 
horted them to be fervent by continuing 
in prayer. Again he carefully warned the 
Thessalonians to be not weary in well do- 
ing. 

From Heb. 3:14 we quote: “For we 
are made partakers of Christ, if we hold 
the beginning of our confidence stead- 
fast unto the end.” Furthermore he 
states that this perseverence, diligence, 
and patience must be kept with full as- 
surance of hope unto the end. 

Peter exhorts all men to unity and 
love.

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God Has Wonderfully Cared 
For Me 


WARRIOR, Ala.—Greetings to all my 
brothers and sisters in Christ Jesus over 
all the universe. As the soon coming of 
our Lord and Savior is swiftly nearing, 
I would like to send out my little mes- 
sage which might be a blessing in help- 
ing some one to stay on the battlefield 
until Jesus comes. My experience in life 
will, no doubt, seem very peculiar to 
some people out in the world, but I 
would like to have space to give some of 
my past experiences. 

I am a daughter of a mother of four- 
teen children, and was left at the age of 
thirteen without a father. Mother, amidst 
all her worry and hard laboring, tried to 
bring her children up in a nice way. Af- 
ter I had reached the years of account- 
ability and on up to young girlhood, I 
had a great ambition to become a mis- 
sionary. This I would keep a secret down 
in my heart. Many times the tears would 
stream from my eyes as I listened to the 
preacher. I knew that God wanted me 
for His worker. As I grew older and came 
on through high school, I came in con- 
tact with the Church of God people. I 
attended their meetings for around six 
years, while a sinner. To me they were 
the most beautiful people I had ever seen. 
I always had my pick of some Christian 
character by whom I wanted to pattern 
my life. Christians of to-day, be sure you 
live the life that you profess, because 
others are looking for a pattern just as 
I was. 

During my high school career, I ac- 
cumulated many worldly friends. I was 
then, as many would term it, “the flower 
of the family.” Every one seemed to care 
more for me than any other child in the 
family. Shortly after the death of my 
dad, I gave my heart to God and joined 
the Missionary Baptist church. Having 
been the first of the family to come into 
the church, I had the privilege of seeing 
mother and four or five brothers and 
sisters come in. It seemed very strange 
that I should lead them to the church, 
but I was trying to live a Christian life. 
As years went by I became interested in 
playing ball and other activities which 
the world loves, so I drifted back in sin, 
but still there was a longing in my heart 
to do right. I did not stop going to 
church but would go regularly and try 
to be a leader without God in my life, 
but I failed. 

One night while in a revival I was al- 
most persuaded to give my life complete- 
ly to Christ but the enemy wouldn’t let 
me. At this time I was soon to be a 
graduate from high school. There was a 
young girl in our community who had 
the blessing. She was a very lovable girl 
to me. I would often go to see her and 
really enjoyed being in her company but 
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the enemy would make me ashamed to 
go out with her where any one could see 
us together. She continued to treat me so 
nicely until I decided to give my heart 
to God and accept this wonderful bless- 
ing. I began to count the cost. I realized 
my people were bitterly against holiness 
and would not want me to associate with 
them. 

On May 25, 1934, 1 completed my 
high school career and the following 
July 14, 1934, I received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Then it was that it 
seemed I had lost every friend I ever had. 
I gave everything up for my Lord, At 
first I didn’t understand what to do 
when my mother refused to let me go to 
the church, because I had read the scrip- 
tures enough to know that it said for 
children to obey their parents. I won- 
dered how God wouid want me to obey 
mother when she refused to let me wor- 
ship the Lord like I wanted to and like 
God would have me to. So I began to 
pray and ask God about the matter. 
Finaliy I came to the understanding that 
unless we forsake all for Jesus, we could 
not be His disciple, and I knew that 
mother and friends could not answer for 
me on the great judgment day. 


I didn’t want to go back in sin and 
I made up my mind to trust the Lord and 
live the life regaidless of home or friends. 
I continued going to church and wor- 
shiping the Lord. Oftentimes I would 
come home at night only to find the 
doors nailed up and me shut out in the 
darkness. I just kept praying for God to 
help me. Finally I saw the light on the 
Church of God and came into it. My 
mother whipped me because of this but 
God stood by me. Thank God I am the 
first of the family to come into the 
Church of God and some day I’m expect- 
ing God to bring the rest in. By this 
time mother completely stopped going to 
church. My brothers and I were dear 
chums to each other while we were grow- 
ing up and it seemed as though we’d give 
our lives for each other until I got this 
blessing and then it was all off. They no 
longer cared for me but, praise God, there 
is a Friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother. They became so mean to me un- 
til it seemed impossible for me to go anv 
farther. The saints that I love so dearly 
prayed for me and God gave me such 
wonderful blessings until I couldn’t af- 
ford to quit serving Him. 

As the next September came on I had 
planned to attend college but due to fi- 
nancial conditions my brother was un- 
able to send me. After receiving the 
blessing they tried to send me to col- 
lege but that would not work. Then I was 
to go in training for a nurse.and God de- 
livered me from that because I know I 
couldn’t keep the Holy Spirit in my life 
and do those things. My teachers whom I 
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loved in high school visited me and told 
me there was nothing to this, that only 
the low, degraded people came into it. 
My former pastor for around four years 
came to see me and said I was only a fool 
for coming in with this group of peo- 
ple, but I had so much of God’s love in 
my heart until I let that pass, Even those 
whom I loved dearly and those whom I 
took to be my real friends turned a cold 
shoulder to me. Finally when my people 
saw I was determined to stay with it they 
began to make plans to send me to a girls’ 
reformatory. My, how I did pray. I was 
so willing to go. I did want the oppor- 
tunity of telling those poor girls down 
there about this wonderful Savior that 1 
knew, but somehow God didn’t let. me 
go. Then they refused completely to let 
me stay at home and enjoy the cares of 
home life and brothers and sisters. I was 
only nineteen years of age when I was 
made to leave home. It at first was hard 
to say good-bye to mother and little baby 
sister and others. It was hard to be will- 
ing to sacrifice all for Jesus, but I knew 
God said in His precious Word to “fear 
not for I will go with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” I knew God 
was with me al] the time, so I started out 
in life, just working here and there—and 
working for my Lord. 

Many times I’ve been away from home 
and would long for a gentle whisper from 
my mother’s lips and a kind word from 
my brothers and sisters. But no, I 
couldn’t get them. My heart would some- 
times almost crush at the thought of be- 
ing separated for life. Then I would think 
about their souls and how sad it would 
be for them to die and go to hell. It 
would make me cry and pray more for 
them. Two years have gone by and I still 
can’t enjoy the privilege of going back 
home and staying like it is my own dear 
mother’s home. I love my mother now 
more than ever before and I’m still ask- 
ing God to save their souls and let us all 
be together as an unbroken family in the 
world to come. 


I don’t take any honor upon myself for 
holding on to God but He has wonder- 
fully cared for me and I’m still trusting 
Him for all my needs. I’ve never been in 
need since I’ve had this good blessing but 
what God didn’t come on the scene. I 
praise the Lord because I’ve started to 
make the landing sure and ask an inter- 
est in the prayers of every one who 
knows the worth of prayer, that God 
will make a way for me. When you’ve 
called the last name out on your prayer 
list, then ask God to help me to be hum- 
blier that I might be ready to go when 
Jesus comes, 

Saints everywhere, hold on to God. Be 
faithful and look to Him. He:-will supply 
your needs and when you’ve gone the last

THE FOREIGN FIELDS 
BY J. H. INGRAM 
FTER my visits to three of the ma- 
jor mission fields of the world; 
namely, Japan, China, and India, I am 
made to believe we are confronted with 
one of the greatest opportunities in the 
history of the Church when it comes to 
the foreign work. As for the work itself 
and the missionaries concerned, I can say, 
“This work goeth fast on, and prosper- 
eth in their hands,” Ezra 5:8. 

Nevertheless, there are great and grave 
responsibilities resting upon us if we are 
to carry through our program of expan- 
sion in foreign lands. Let us ask largely 
of the Lord at this time, expecting great 
things of Him. James says, “Ye receive 
not, because ye ask not.” I feel ashamed 
of myself when I think of how I only 
ask the Lord for $10,000 missionary 
money, and a thousand souls for the 
Church, that is, for 1936. 

The financial depression through 
which we have been passing the last sev- 
en years, has surely exacted its tolls, es- 
pecially is this true with regard to for- 
eign missions. But I verily believe it has 
taken this to bring about an awakening 
among nominal Christian missions. Pen- 
tecostal missionaries went out with little 
or no promise of financial support, with 
a burning desire to give this full gospel 
message to the world, and thus hasten the 
coming of our Christ and King, who 
alone is able to bring order out of the, 
chaos into which the religious, political, 
and commercial world, generally speak- 
ing, has fallen. 

It is sad to say, but there appears to be 
little if any soul-saving going on out- 
side of Pentecostal ranks where I have 
been so far. Denominational missions 
have gone to seed, so to speak, on edu- 
cational lines, neglecting the main work 
assigned to their hands. In consequence of 
this they have lost the vision and drifted 
into modernism, until it is often the 
case that there is little left that is Chris- 
tian. They have built up great schools and 
other institutions of learning, the super- 
structures of which are crumbling. 
Buildings are falling into ruin, schools 
and orphanages have had to close their 
doors. God only knows, and He is the 
judge of all men, and before Him alone 
we stand or fall, but I verily believe this 
condition is due to the fact the salva- 
tion of the heathen has been neglected. 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller, according to 
the recent press reports, has withdrawn 
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his support of the Baptist missions, plac- 
ing them in a precarious position finan- 
cially. If I am rightly informed, he sent 
a man around the world to spy out on 
the activities of their foreign missionaries, 
before taking his stand. Now he says he 
will put his money where he thinks it 
will do the most good in the saving of 
souls. I thought we might get him in- 
terested in our world-wide mission 
scheme. A million dollars would put us 
over big. With this amount we could 
girdle the globe with this everlasting 
gospel, and trust God to give us a mighty 
revival which is needed to prepare the 
world for His coming. 

The work done by the good Baptists 
and the other folks in question is com- 
mendable, and they are all as good as gold 
as far as they have gone, but I truly be- 
lieve an old-time, Holy Ghost revival is 
the only remedy for our present ills. Here 
in India is where the Holy Ghost was 
first poured out upon the heathen at the 
beginning of this great reformation, and 
to-day there is a mighty crying out to 
God. I am literally besieged with calls 
for help, and not one dissenting voice 
has been raised. The Baptists have already 
withdrawn from this local field, leaving 
the poor natives on their own resources. 
The Baptist minister has been to see me 
on two occasions. Not only they, but 
others are inquiring the way to Zion, 
“The Church of God.” The Methodist 
Episcopal Church has defaulted in pay- 
ment of bonds to the amount of $3,000,- 
000 and is faced with bankruptcy, Other 
societies are faced with the problem of 
carrying on the work begun in foreign 
fields by these people. 

Reports show that we as the Church of 
God have known very little of the ef- 
fects of the depression, as we have made 
steady gains on all lines. 

And now the question should be 
“What doth the Lord require of thee?” 
What are we going to do about the for- 
eign missions challenge thrust into our 
face? “Forward to the work” should be 
the watchword of the day. You can 
mark my words, if we do not meet this 
situation on Bible lines, we may expect 
God to let us down on the home fields. 
Divisions and strife will enter into our 
ranks, disrupting the fellowship of the 
Spirit, and financial reverses are sure to 
come. We are not appealing for mission- 
aries at the present time, but for funds 
to support those we have and to take 
care of other workers and the work we 
could corral if we had the “wherewithal.” 

You may be tired of hearing about 
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missions from the pen of your servant, 
and may be relieved of this burden ere 
long, as I feel like my missionary jour- 
neyings will soon be over when I can go 
home to rest. I sometimes feel like my 
heart will break within me as I view the 
whited fields ready to harvest and to 
think we are doing so little to reap in 
the golden grain. This mighty spirit of 
missions has already begun to grip the 
hearts of our people and I am looking for 
a great forward movement in this direc- 
tion. Let us pray and give largely to this 
worthy cause, and see God work in our 
midst as never before. If we are to win 
the heathen to Christ, we must show him 
by not only precept but example that we 
have something better. In this we have 
largely failed, due mostly to lack of ef- 
fort. Let us hurry, brethren, I am afraid 
the Lord will catch us with our work un- 
done.
